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No. 1, No. 2 and No. 3, 
three . little American Black 
Bear cubs, born in the Lin* 
coin Park Zoo in February, 
have been chosen as Chicago 
Park District. Animal of the 
Month for July. , 

The American Black Bear 
is known scientifically as 
Ursus americanus. It is the 
smallest of the North Ameri- 
can bears and is found in the 
coniferous forests. The 
Black Bear weighs up to 600 
pounds and, when standing, 
will attain a height up to six 
feet. 

The life expectancy of the 
Black Bear la from 15 to 20 

ears. It lives on a diet of 

oth animal and vegetable 
foods. During the winter it 
does not hibernate but rather 
rests in a semi-dormant con- 
dition. Cubs, from one to 
four are born usually In 
January, and they weigh 
about eight ounces. The 
cubs leave the den sometime 
In March or April at which 
time their weight has in- 
creased to about live pounds; 
they remain with the mother 
through the first Fall. The 
cubs are excellent climbers 
but the adult bear is not so 
adept as the young one. 
Bears are unpredictable ani- 
mals. 

Little One, Two and Three, 
two females and one male 
cub, are now housed in the 
new outdoor section of the 
Children's zoo at Lincoln 
Park Zoo, which will be open 
soon to the public.
